All plants stocky, well rooted, with three or 
more branches. Are cut to 24 inches of wood when packed. 

No. 2.—Hybrid Perpetuals and Climbers graded 18 to 24 
inches of wood. Teas, Hybrid Teas, etc., graded 12 to 18 
inches of wood. (All plants stocky, well rooted, with three or 
more branches. ‘Are cut to 18 inches of wood when packed. 

All No. 2’s are extra fine for transplanting to nursery 
rows; a portion of them are heavy enough for retail use with 
many nurserymen. 

Wm. A. Richardson, Marechal Neil, Reve ’d Or, Cherokee, 
Sofrano, Perle, Sunset, La France, Duchess of Albany, Mar- 
shall P. Wilder, and Gen. Washington are not as robust 
growers as Other sorts and we are obliged to grade them a 
little lighter.

Dear Mr. Chase: 


I was just about to write you as to the 
curious behaviour of those Kaiserin Augusta roses 
you sent me some weeks ago. When they came they 
looked rather doubtful to me, inasmuch as they 
were so very dormant, but yet unshrivelled. I 
trimmed them off short and planted thirty in one 
bed. They did not make a move for about three 
weeks, but if you want to see anything moving you 
should take a look at these roses now. Of the 
thirty all have lived, only one showing alittle 
reluctance to break. The largest growth of any 
of them from the shoot where the break 
occured was 22% inches, today. This is one and 
three-fourths inches in two days on that one 
particular rose. There are many others close to 
it and the whoie bed is a sight because Of its 
vigor and push. It is also full of buds, and I am 
afraid that the first rose is going to come open 
while I am at West Baden, which is all wrong.
